of movement of UNAMID, lts members and assoclated personnel and thelr property 
and assets, and Shall take all approprlate Steps to protect members of UNAMUID and 
lts aSSoclated personnel and thelr equlpment and premlses; 


0. Calls xpo1 the Government of Sudan, at all ljevels, to cooperate fully with 
the Unlted Nations and the African Unlon during UNAMID'S drawdown and 
li1quldation In order to ensure the orderly and safe withdrawal of the milsslon, in line 
with the agreed outcome of the 28th Tripartite Coordinatlon Mechanlsm ( 工 CMI) 
meeting on UNAMID on 23 October 2020, and In partlcular by granting unlmpeded 
access by the Unlted Nations to UNAMUJID premlses untll an agreed handover， 
ensuring full freedom of movement of UNAMID, lts personnel and 1lts contractors as 
well as of thelr vehlcles and alrcrafts，unlmpeded redeployment of UNAMUID S 
edqulpment，Ssupplles and other assets within Sudan， the unlmpeded export by the 
Unlted Nations of lts edqulpment, Supplles and other assets, and the continued granting 
of vlsas for personnel requlred for the drawdown and liquldation of UNAMID, and 
1o1i11cg that in Implementing UNAMID'S drawdown and 11quldation the Unlted 
Nations wlll comply wlth general Unlted Nations Practices and financlal regulations; 


7. Keorvest the Secretary-General, the Chalrperson of the African Unlon 
Commlsslon and the overnment of Sudan, vla TCM, to assess on a regular basls the 
progress of drawdown and wlthdrawal and act as a _ clearing-house to address any 
1SSues that mlght arlse ln thls context; 


8 Reiterates 1lts request to the Secretary-General to continue and expedlte 
transltl1on planning and management In accordance with the establlshed pollcles， 
directives and best practices ln order to ensure that the transltlon from UNAMID to 
UNIIAMS 1s phased, sequenced and efficlent, and juzrtper reiterates lin thls regard， 
that UNAMID and UNIIAMS should continue to closely cooperate via_ the 
estabjllshed coordinatlion mechanlsm to determine the modallties and tmelines for the 
transltlon of Tesponsliblllttes Where the two mlsslons have common Strateglc 
objectlves and prlorltles In Darfur and to ensure close coordination and cooperation， 
Information and analysls Sharing, and to maxlmlse Synergles, ljeverage reSsources and 
prevent the dupllication of efforts; 


9 Calls om UNAMID to establlsh with the Unlted Nations Country Team, as 
part of the UNAMID transltlon and drawdown procesSs，approprlate arrangements 
enabling the Unlted Nations Country Team to oversee the resldual actlivltles of 
programmatic cooperatlon whlch was lnltlated by UNAMID lin 2020 but whlch has 
not yet completed Implementation due to the COVID-19 pandemlc，to _ ensure a 
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smooth transltlon of peacebullding Support and Support for capaclty development of 
the Government of Sudan ln Darfur; 


10. Euwrtper jeiterates lts Tequests to UNAMID to ensure that team Sltes and 
assets are handed over ln line with general Unlted Nations practices and financlal 
regulations, taking all practical steps and precautions to ensure the assets are Safely 
transferred to the control of the deslgnated entlty, and ca/ls 上 Po UNAMID and the 
Government of Sudan to fnallse Swlftly a revlsed framework agreement whlch 
ensures the princlple of clvlllian end-use and the securlty and physlcal Integrlty of the 
handed-over UNAMID team Sltes and assets that willl not be used by UNIIAMS and 
lts lntegrated Unlted Nations Country TIeam partners; 


11.， 4ckaowlieadses the Government of Sudan's commlitment，lin line wlth 
Unlted Nations Tules and regulations，to Use handed-over UNAMID team Sltes 
excluslvely for clvlllan end-user purposes,，and zyreges the Government of Sudan to 
ensure that UNAMID team sltes prevlously handed-over and team Sltes that wl1ll be 
handed over In the future are utlllsed to thls effect;
